There is trouble among the Theosophists 
in Chicago. R. D. Wade, who has been 
President of the local branch of the society, 
formally severed his connection with the or- 
ganization yesterday. 

‘My reasons for resigning,”” said Mr. 
Wade, “are that I cannot accept the antics 
of a ‘veiled prophet’ as the inspiring pres- 
ence of a wise adept, nor can I believe any 
circumstances would induce or compel a 
mahatma’ to hide his face behind a cotton 
sheet. I believe cFedulity is taking the place 
of reason in the society, and that the new 
occult leader must be suffering from like de- 
generacy, since he is, we are told, being 
handled with care in order to save him from 
the thought waves of the world.

his wife is said to have come to this country 
about a month ago. 

Judge Hill’s statements are reinforced by 
those of Joshua Kantrowitz, a lawyer, who 
says that the woman, whose body he recog- 
nized as Mrs. E. E. Hill, came to his of- 
fice on May 1 to make a transfer of some 
real estate in Columbus, Ind., which she 
owned, to her husband:

Catholic Prelate Advises Unity of Ac- 
tion Against What He Calls “ Un-~ 
American,” Principles. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—In reply to 
questions addressed through the Rev. Dr. 
Stafford of Washington, D. C., to Cardinal 
Gibbons, the Cardinal has sent the following 
letter: 

*“* Baltimore, Md., May 17.—Cardinal’s Res- 
idence—My Dear Sir: It is the duty of the 
leaders of political parties to express them- 
selves without any equivocation on the prin- 
ciples of religious freedcm which underlie 
our Constitution. Catholics are devoted to 
both the great political parties of the coun- 
try and each individual is left entirely to 
his own conscience. 

“ We are proud to say that tn the long his- 
tory of the Government of the United States 
the great Catholic Church has never used 
or perverted its acknowledged power by 
seeking to make politics subserve its own 
advancement. Moreover, it is our proud 
boast that we have never interfered with 
the civil and political rights of any who 
differ from us in religion. We demand the 
same rights for ourselves and nothing more; 
and will be content with nothing less. 


“ Not only is it the duty of all parties dis- 


tinctly to set their faces against the false 
and un-American principles thrust forward 
of late, but, much as I would regret the entire 
identification of any religious body as such 
with any political party, Iam convinced that 
the members of a religious body whose 
‘rights, civil and religious, are attacked will 
naturally and unanimously espouse the cause 
of the party which has the courage openly 
to avow the principles of civil and religious 
liberty according to the Constitution. 
“Patience is a virtue. But it is not the 
only virtue. When pushed too far it may 
degenerate into pusillanimity. Yours, faith- 
fully, JAMES, CARDINAL GIBBONS.”

Ploreover, it was decided here this after- 
noon to use this quotation on the McKinley 
banners at St. Louis, in the headquarters 
and elsewhere, as indicating the Ohio man’s 
attitude.

Mark A. Hanna gave THE TRIBUNE picture 
similar approval. After he had taken in all 
its details, including the flat declaration for 
honest money, he remarked, emphatically:

Nor was this all. For some time Mr. Hanna 
has been unusually close-mouthed. News- 
paper correspondents have come and gone, 
have asked questions, pertinent and other- 
wise, but Mr. Hanna’s unperturbed silence 
has been as deep as the waters which are 
likewise still.

Miss May Keith, were lovers from childhood. 

The woman who committeed suicide at the 
Colonnade Hotel in New York was the only 
daughter of Col. John H. Keith of Colum- 
bus, once a weaithy man. She was educated 
at Vassar and on her return home she 
eloped with her early lover and was married 
at Danville, Ind., in 1880. Young Hill never 
dared show his face inside Mr. Keith’s door 
afterward and the couple was turned adrift. 
Both were fine musicians and traveled with 
the Spanish Troubadours. 

Mrs. Hill was with the Emma Abbott com- 
pany three years, and went abroad with 
Emma Abbott nearly ten years ago. Since 
then they made headquarters in London. 
They traveled all over the continent as Sig- 
nor and Mme. Zeruga, spending several] sea- 
sons in Spain. They have been at the head 
of a famous mandolin club for eight years, 
and have several times played before the 
Queen. 

Mrs. Judge Hill said tonight that Judge 


’ Hill received a cablegram on Saturday from 


their son in London, suggesting the identity 
of the New York suicide: He went East and 
tonight telegraphed that the body was that 
of their daughter-in-law. She believes it is 
a case of insanity. 

Col. Keith once was an inmate of the 
asylum here for alcoholism and was always 
a man of furious temper. After thé war he 
shot a man on the train In a drunken quarrel 
and was acquitted on the grounds of emo- 
tional insanity. 

His wealth was dissipated, and when his 
father died ten years ago the old man willed 
Col. Keith’s portion of a large estate to Mrs. 
Edgar Hill to keep her father from running 
through it. 


NOMINATIONS ARE MADE BY STUDENTS. 


‘Russell Gets Democratic Nomination 


at Harvard, While Harrison Men 
Prevent Naming of McKinley. 


Cambridge, Mass., May 18.—[Special.]— 
The Harvard bipartisan nominating con- 
vention, held this evening, was as noisy a 
meeting as a national convention, the dele- 
gates representing the several States shout- 
ing lustily for their favorite candidate. The 
convention officers had been previously 
agreed on and organization was quickly 


- perfected. The Democratic platform in- 


dorsed the administration, and declared for 
a gold standard and a reduction of the tariff. 

The Missouri delegation presented a mi- 
nority report favoring the coinage of silver 
at the 16 to 1 ratio. 

Ambassador Bayard, Secretary Carlisle, 
and Gov. William E. Russell were put in 
nomination, and Russell won. On the final 
ballot Russell was given 109 votes to 17 for 


Carlisle. 


The Republicans then began their work, 
their platform declaring for sound money 
and protection. Six ballots were taken 
without a choice, McKinley being given 62 
votes to 58 for Reed, while the 7 Harrison 
men stood firm, and at a late hour the con- 
vention adjourned.

Ald. Coughlin Introduces an Order in 
the Council and Commissioner Kerr 
Proposes to Enforce the Law. 


Coughlin introduced an order in the 
Council last night reciting the existence of 
the ice trust ard requesting the Corporation 
Counsel to proceed against the same. The 
resolution was referred to the Corporation 
Counsel. The order reads as follows: »} 

“ Whereas, It is currently reported that 
an unlawful combination of ice dealers ex- 
ists in this city and that consumers are being 
defrauded by short weight and made to pay 
exorbitant prices; therefore, be it 

“ Resolved, That the Corporation Counsel 
be and he is hereby instructed to examine 
into this alleged illegal combination and to 
report to the City Council what measures, if 
any, can be taken to relieve the people of this 
city from its exactions.’”’ “

In a Terrific Rain-Storm. 

The terrific rain-storm was at its height 
when the Emperor and Empress and court 
arrived from St. Petersburg at 5:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. Regiments of soldiers were 
massed about the special station at Smol- 
ensky, and enormous crowds occupied every ~ 
possible or probable. point of vantage when — 
the imperial train, drawn by two American- 
built locomotives, slowly steamed in. . 

A mighty shout of welcome went up from 
the multitude, and a scene of indescribable 
enthusiasm resulted. | 

The Emperor looked slightly pale, but the * 
Empress appeared to be in fine health and 
not at all fatigued by the journey. She was 
dessed in white. The Emperor wore the 
Colonel’s uniform of the Probajensky Regi- 
ment. Each was greeted in turn with 
cheers, which continued long after the tm- 
perial couple had disappeared in the closed 
carriage which was awaiting them, and 
which they entered. with the Governor- 
General. 2, 

On the Platform. 

Among those who awaited the arrival of 
the imperial party on tHe platform were tho: . 

‘Was gorge cote ae nad red cloth cover- 
ing the platform and rare plants and flowers 
abounding everywhere. Large spreading 
palms formed am arch at the entrance to 
the royal apartments, which every railroad 
statiom of importance in Russia contains, 
but their Majesties, walking down the plat- 
form through the double line of Princes and 
Generals, proceeded directly to their car- 
riage. ; : 

The Empress’ Uhlan Regiment of the 
Guard du Corps occupied the position of. 
honor immediately next to the station. The 
Wmperor’s Hussars Guard was stationed out- 
side the circle. The Minister of War and the 
Grand Duke Vladimir were also on the plat- 
form. The brilliant military display was 
further composed of a detachment of cui- 
rassiers, headed by the royal band and horse 
and dragoon guards, which accompanied the 
royal carriages to the Petrovsky Palace. 

Palace on Wheels. 

The train which brought the Empeftr and 
Empress was specially constructed for the 
occasion. It is &@& palace on wheets, and is 
‘undoubtedly unsurpassed for luxurious ap- 
pointments and gorgeous decorations by 
any train in the world. It consists of seven 
cars—saloon, dining-room, bedroom, bath- 
room,-kitchen, baggage van, and apartments, 
for the suite and servants—all being as per- 
fect as lavish wealth could make them. 

Dignitaries from all parts of the world are 
arriving here hourly, and the advent of 
each is marked by demonstrations of un-. 
bounded enthusiasm. The vast crowds 
thronging the city seem eager to honor, 
each and every foreign representative who 
comes here in an official capacity, natives 
and visitors vying with each other in this 
respect. 

Honors for Li Hung Chang. 

‘Li Hung Chang, representative of the Em- 
peror of China, and Field Marsha] Yama-~ 
gata, the special bearer of Japan’s good will 
on the occasion of the coronation, arrived 
today. Li Hung Chang, with his large and 
brilliant suite,.was received at the station in 
a way that was not surpassed by that ac- 
corded to any of the other distinguished ar- 
rivals, except, of course, that tendered the 
Czar and Czarina. The Chinese Envoy later 
gave a reception at the embassy of his coun- 
try, which is in the gala dress of decora- 
tions of flags, fowers, and the like that is so’ 
abundant everywhere in Moscow at this 
time.

“The 
pavilion was carpeted, and was bright with 
floral decorations. A squad of the Czarina’s 
regiment of Uhlans was the guard of honor 
on the platform.

‘REBUILDING OF BLUE ISLAND BEGUK 


Two Structures to Replace Burned 
Property Already Under,Way and 
Many More Are to Follow. 


Blue Island’s burned district will be rebuilt 
on a much more substantial scale. Where 
wooden structures stood there are to be a 
number of brick buildings, and several of 
the better class of houses destroyed will be 
restored with additional stories. 

Everybody imthe town appears already 
busy with the work of rebuilding. Linemen 
are putting up wires, and two frame houses 
have been begun. Contracts are being let 
for some of the larger structures. All who 
were burned out say they will rebuild at 
once. 

Mayor Zacharias, who lost a store and 
dwelling, says Blue Island will now take on 
new life. 

“ The experience of our village,"’ said he, 
“will be similar to that of Chicago after 
the big fire of 1871. Many of the burned 
buildings were old and cheap, and as the 
district is in the fire limit all will have to be 
replaced with flreproof materials. The losers 
are mostly well-to-do, and there is no desti- 
tution.”’ | 

Thousands of farmers drove into Blue 
Island yesterday with their families to view 
the ruins. Photographers were everywhere. 

Robberies have been coming to light. 
Mayer Fubelsky, the clothier, told the police 
much of his stock had been stolen by alleged 
helpers. Several arrests have been made.

Lynch started to enter the room Blanther 
hastily departed without saying a word, and 
as Lynch stepped to the wash basin he was 
surprised to see that it was reddened as 
though with blood. It is said that the police 
have recovered from a pawnshop the dia- 
mond ring which was stolen from Mrs. 
Langfeldt by the murderer. A description 
of Blanther has been telegraphed all over 
the country.

Madrid, May 18.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.J]—Besides a mem- 
orandum to the powers, Spain has addressed 
a long note to the Spanish representatives 
abroad, explaining most fully the situation 
in Cuba and a history of the United States’ 
conduct since the beginning of. the war. 
Long instructions have been sent to Minister 
De Lome about the two notes sent to the 
government at Washington, The govern- 
ment pourparlers with the Powers have 
been recejyed with great activity during the 
last few days. Some papers go so far as to 
give assurances that the Spanish notes to 
Washington have thé support of France, 
Great Britain, and Russia. 

I do not think affairs have taken this turn 
yet, but undoubtedly negotiations exist, and 
their existence {sa proof that these countries 
are favorable to Spain. If matters reach a 


t crisis the United States will probably find 


its policy opposed by some European powers, 

Gen. Blanco will receive the title of Duke 
de Canao when he returns from Mendanao 
to Spain. Gen. Borraro will replace him as 
Captain-General of the Philippine Islands, 
and Blanco, should Weyler at any time 
desire to be relieved of his functions, will 


in Cuba.

LABRA WANTS AUTONOMY FOR CUBA. 


Spain’s Republican Senator Says This 
Alone Will Bring Peace. 
[SPECIAL CABLE BY A. E. HOUGHTON.] 
Madrid, via Bayonne, May 18.—(Copyright- 
ed, 1806, by the Press Publishing Company, 
New York World.]—Sefior Labra, chosen 
Senator from Havana University at the last 
general election, has been chief of the Au- 
tonomist party in several Spanish Parlia- 
ments. He was the leader of the abolition- 
ists and is an advanced Republican. Sefior 


Labra said today: 

**T have found the Spanish people listened 
attentively to my speeches in favor of co- 
lonial autonomy and I deem it the best way 
to put an end to our difflerences with the 
United States and to the civil war which 
all military men and civilians coming back 
from Cuba tell us cannot be concluded by 
force of arms alone. 

“I consider the Competitor case merely 
an incident in the general drift and complex 
state -of our relations with the United 
States. I firmly belleve it would be easy for 
Spain to avert all complications like the 
Competitor case and more serious 
difficulties yet ahead in our wrela- 
tions with the United States if. our 
government only had the courage to 
go resolutely to the root of the question 
and satisfy the legitimate aspirations of the 
colonies in a manner compatible with im- 
perial sovereignty. Anyhow, denunciation 
at present of our treaties with America, 
or denial of assent to fair reclamations, 
would be tnadvisable. 

“*T believe Premier Canovas and the Span- 
ish Government will do their best to the 
lest to avert a conflict with the United 
States. Therefore I do not apprehend any 
trouble over the Competitor case if the press 
and opinion on both sides keep cool.” — 

Sefior Franeisco Silvela is ‘the chief dis- 
sentient of the Conservatives, was Minister 
of Justice in several Cabinets presided over 
by Canovas, and is a learned member of the 
Madrid bar and Academy of Jurisprudence. 
He said: 

“I certainly believe the Competitor {fnci- 
dent could have been avoided by tact on the 
part of the authorities in Havana, simply by 
respecting the texts of the treaty of 1795 
and the protocol of 1877. I believe the pres- 
ent government has understood this to be 
the case and will take care to avoid fresh in- 
cidents after the Competitor case is sent 
back to our Court of Naval Appeals, the 
proper jurisdiction under the treaties. 

“IT do not apprehend any rupture between 
Spain and America, and I am convinced 
Premier Canovas will continue to control the 
popular and patriotic feelings the press and 
the opposition are now attempting to excite. 

“TI certainly think Spain would be in a 
better position in her dealings with the 
United States if our government had not 
neglected European alliances and followed 
a-policy of isolation. But this mistake is 
now, perhaps, too late to remedy. Our re- 
lations with the United States and with Cuba 
might have been placed on a better footing 
had we carried out early last year the colo- 
nial reforms.it is now impossible to attempt 
in the midst of a civil war.” 

AMERICA HAS USED SPAIN WELL. 
Secretary Vignaud at Paris Indorses 
‘This Government's Position.

OBJEOT TO GEN. WEYLER’S ORDER. 


Consuls Object to Shutting Off the Ex- 
ports of Tobacco. = 

Havana, May 18.—Some of the foreign 
commercial houses have complained to the 
Consuls of their respective countries of the 
injury which they will suffer through the 
prohibition by Gen. Weyler of the export of 
leaf tobacco. Having done this the Consuls 
cabled to their governments asking for in- 
structions and calling attention to the injury 
which it is claimed the proclamation will do 
to commerce, 

New York, May 18.—Tobacco importers are 
inclined to doubt the report that Gen. Weyler 
has prohibited the exportation of leaf to- 
bacco. He is understood to have taken this 
step because of the financial assistance ren- 
dered to the cause of the revolution in 
Cuba by. the Cuban and Spanish cigarmak- 
ers in this country and presumably else- 
where out of Cuba. 

The importations “of leaf tobacco from 
Cuba run from 10,000,000 pounds in 1886 to 
21,000,000. pounds in 1893, falling to 20,000,000 
in 1895. The value of the tobaeco ranged 
from $4,000,000 in 1886 to $9,000,000 in 1803 
and $7,000,000 in 1895. The value of manu- 
factures of tobacco (cigars) imported from 
Cuba in 1895 was $2,040,000. 


NILWAUKBE STREET CAR STRIKE DRAGS 


Company Refuses to Discharge Its 
New Men and the Boycott Is 
Still in Force. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 18.—[{Special.]—A 
committee of representative Republicans, 
consisting of Mayor Rauschenberger, Eu- 
gene 8. Elliott, Edgar W. Coleman, Theo- 
dore Zillmer, J. J. Gregory, William Gueder, 
and Horace Rublee, held a protracted meet~’ 
ing with the officials of the street railway 
company today for-the purpose of bringing 
about a settlement of the strike. The direc- 
tors posititely refused to discharge any of 
the new men, but agreed to take back the 
old men from time to time as they needed 
them. This was not satisfactory to the men,

The Street Ratlway committee of the Com- 
mon Council has agreed to report a four-cert 
fare ordinance at the next meeting. The 
Milwaukee and Waukesha Electric railway 
company will extend its lines through the 
heart of this city so as to compete with the 
Milwaukee Electric Light and railway com- 
pany. The boycott is still in force. 

Buffalo, N. Y., May 18.—The proposed 
strike of carpenters today for the eight-hour 
work day has been tmnet by a.lockont. As 
the men presented themselves for work to- 
day they were requited to answer whether 
they were for eight hours. If the reply was 
in the affirmative they were discharged on 
the spot. By noon 200 dismissed carpenters 
had reported at union headquarters.

Morton’s Name Often Heard. 

Therefore the name of Gov. Levi P. Mor- 
ton js heard more frequently than that of 
any one else. He has immense prestige.in 
New York State and abundance of money, 
and above all an unusual success in the 
Vice-Presidency. He made the second office 
a particularly brilliant one by his dinners 
and other functions, and it is said he would 
do a great deal in the direction of securing 
social @éclat for the McKinley administra- 
tion. 

Platt and his associates never were in 
earnest in pressing Morton for the first 
place, but the Governor was in earnest from 
the start. Recently a number of his real 
friends have gaid:that he might be willing 
to take second place on the ticket as sort of 
a vindication for having been turned down 
in 1802. At one time active negotiations 
were being conducted looking to putting 
Morton on the ticket with Allison, and it is 
now believed that the popular old New York 
Governor would not hesitate at all at taking 
the same place with McKinley. He 1s said 
to have but little sympathy with Platt’s at- 
tack on the Ohio Senator, and this, it is 
said, is understood by Maj. McKinley's

The desirability of having a New York 
candidate on the ticket is so generally ad- 
mitted that a number of other candidates 
are being brought out from the same State. 
Among these are ex-Senator Warner Miller, 
Col. Fred Grant, Horace Porter, Cornelius 
Bliss, Gen. Anson McCook, and others. 

The feeling here is that the McKinley 
managers will not assume to dictate the 
Vice-Presidency, but that on the other hand 
if New York with its 72 delegates could 
unite on any name the convention would be 
only too glad to adopt it. The McKinley 
men say themselves that they have no inten- 
tion, at least at the present time, of forcing 
a fight on Platt, for in spite of his talk be- 
fore the convention he can be a valuable 
man during the campaign. For this reason 
the candidacy of men like Cornelius Bliss 
is generally discredited. He has been active 
and open in his opposition to Platt, and to 
put him ona ticket would, they say, start a 
partisan fight which could not fail to injure 
the party in New York. 


Tom Platt a Factor. 


Almost all the prominent Republicans 
there except Gov. Morton himself are more 
or less identified with the Platt or anti-Platt 
wings. Morton was, of course, Platt’s can- 
didate, but even his enemies say he has 
hever been Platt’s tool. Several of the New 
York mén talked with say that almost any 
candjdate for the State except Morton might 
do more harm than good to the party, and 
in viéw of the position recently taken by Mr. 
Platt if,is beginning to be feared that even 
the Governor would not be available. 

Senator Quay is said by some people to be 
meditating a race for the Vice-Presidency, 
but those who know him best say this is en- 
tirely out of the question. He has a good 
place in the Senate and is well fixed as re- 
gards committees. He has never posed as a 
parliamentarian and he is too active a man 
to bury himself in the chair of the Senate, 
a position which, unfortunately for its oc- 
cupant, is entirely devoid of influence, fér 
the Senate makes the rules, appoints the 
committees, and even decides points of order 
to sult itself. 

Some of the New Jersey men are raising a 
rumpus because they fear their candidate 
for the Vice-Presidenc:, Garrett Hobart 
may not have so good a chance as ‘he would 
have had if there were more of a fight for 
the Presidency and some timely trading 
could be done. Hobart has-been an active 
member of the National committee and he 
was largely instrumental in turning his 
State over to the Republicans, but he is but 
little Known in the West and it is not sup- 
Posed he could arouse much enthusiasm 
wine the direct influence of the McKinley 
eaders. 


Lowndes and Bradley. 
The two new Republican Governors, Brad- 


‘ley of Kentucky and Lowndes of Maryland, 


were both Vice-Presidential possibilities, 
but Bradley, like Quay, is too near the throne 
geographically to make a nomination prob- 
able. The Maryland men are particularly 
anxious to solidify the State and run in on 
Gorman at the November election. The State 
is close at best, and will present strong 
claims for the second place on the ticket, 
and these claims will not be lessened at all 
by the fact that Senator-elect Wellington, 
who controls the delegation, voluntarily 
came out for McKinley. 

Senator Frye of Maine, the President pro 
tempore of the Senate, is mentioned for Vice- 
President, and he is admirably fitted for the 
position, but it is said among politicians he 
is too far East to do the party any good. 

Among those who understand the situation 
here no one believes that Speaker Reed 
would consider the Vice-Presidency for an 
instant, and it is doubtful if any amount of 
party pressure could induce him to change 
his mind. He could be Speaker again be- 
yond doubt if he desired to keep in public 
life, and this position, according to the social 
and “political ethics of Washington, is far in 
advance of the Vice-Presidency.

NO PRIZES, NO RACES. 


HUSH MONEY OFFERED TO KEEP THE 
FACTS FROM THE PUBLIC. 


A. Case Recognizes the Predicament of 
Management of Cycle Tournament 
and Tries to Bribe a Tribume Re- 
porter—Refusal to Pay Prizes 
Causes Riders to Desert the Track— 
Crowd Waits for Races and Is 
Turned Away. 


Because the management declined to give 
them the prizes won last week riders at 
Tattersall’s last night refused to partici- 
pate in the races and the crowd was dis- 
missed in an angry mood. 

After waiting for an hour and a half for 
the races to begin the 600 or 700 indignant 
people at Tattersall’s became impatient and 
began to give audible manifestations of their 
displeasure. They stamped and howled for 
a time, while a few lonely riders coursed 
about thetrack. Thecrowd had good reason 
for its impatience, for no signs of any in- 
tention of holding races were visible. No 
programs had been printed, the official tim- 
ers, scorers, and judges were absent, and 
substitutes were called upon from the au- 
dience. 

About 9:30 the impatience of the crowd be- 
came too strong to be curbed longer. Final- 
ly Announcer Wyman mountd¢d the stand 
and in the stentorian voice of the week be- 
fore announced: ‘“‘ Ladies and gentlemen, 
on account of the illness of the management 
there will be no races tonight. All who are 
present will get tickets at the door good for 
tomorrow night's races."’ 


Crowd Grows Angry. 

The crowd waited a moment to see that 
no races were really to be held, and began 
slowly to file out of the(big building. When 
they reached the hall a scene of confusion 
and disorder approaching a riot ensued. 
Crowding around the office where tickets of 
admission were bought, they pounded on the 
door and demanded in a hundred voices, 
“Give us ourmoney. We want our money.” 

In the meantime two men, one of them a 
colored porter, were paying out admission 
tickets on either side of the door. Some of 
the crowd persisted in demanding their 
money, when the colored man ordered them 
to move on in a loud tone. The cry, “a 
fight,”” “‘a fight,” was started. The crowd 
surged round the ticket peddlers, who paid 
out tickets with one hand, and pushed the 
crowd of men along with the other, 

While the crowd was passing out, the re- 
port was started the riders entered for last 
night’s races had refused to gO upon the 
track for the reason that their prizes of last 
week -had not been paid. The word was 
passed along, and soon the report was veri- 
fied by some of the disappointed riders who 
a received the prizes they won last 

Among them was Herman 
Englewood Wheelmen, whee’ Ge We Pe 
night’s amateur race last Monday. Kohl 
was to have received a diamond pin valued 
at $35, but had not been able to secure it 
The only winners of races last week who 
had been paid their prizes, and whose names 
could be learned were Tracy Holmes and 
Miller, the winner of the half mile amateur 
open race, 


Blame the League. 


The riders adjourned to the Cit 
State and Sixteenth streets, where Ne rom 
the partner of F. B. Manning in the enter- 
prise of the cycle races at Tattersall’s, as- 
sured the riders that their prizes would be 
forthcoming: as soon as orders for them 
could be regularly made out. In this connec- 
tion. the management censure the L. A. W. 
officials, who, they say, failed to make out 
the orders for the prizes or give the winners 
any evidence by which they might claim: 
them. 

Mr. Case, who assumed the financial re- 
&ponsibility for the meet by advancing a 
sum of money, the amount of which he de- 
clined to give, assured the riders time and 
again that they would lose nothing, and that 
their prizes, both money and merchandise 
would be paid in full as soon as they ob- 
tained the necessary orders from the 
League of American Wheelmen officers of 
the course. Mr. Case showed an anxiety to 
avoid publicity in connection with the break- 
ing up of last night’s meet, and went so far 
as to offer a TRIBUNE reporter a sum of 
money to secure as lenient a report of the 
affair as possible. 

The disappointed riders gathered in the 
office of the hotel and discussed the matter, 
without knowing what steps to take. The 
consensus of opinion was that the only way 
would be to wait till tonight and trust to the 
management to redeem its promises. Most 
of them were reticent in expressing an opin- 
ion, evidently fearing that their chances of 
obtaining their prizes might be prejudiced. 


Kohl Is Indignant. 


The only one who talked freely was Her- 
man Kohl, who circulated freely with the 
story that he had not received the diamond 
he had won. Jay Eaton, the Philadelphia 
rider, is said to have been paid in part, and 
others to have received only installments of 
what is due them. ; 

All thea time the crowd stamped and howled 
in the hall, or stormed about the ficket ped- 
dlers, while the riders discussed the chances 
of their getting their dues, F. B. Manning, 
the manager of the meet, who has had its 
active control, was said to be up-stairs in 
the City Hotel, confined to his bed with an 
attack of inflammatory rheumatism. Dr. 
Ritter, surgeon in attendance at the meet, 
is authority for the statement that Mr. Man- 
ning was really a sufferer from rheumatism 
and unable to go on with the management. 
Mr. Case, his partner, assumed none of the 
care of carrying on ‘the detail of the pro- 
garam, but furnished the funds for the under- 
taking. He alleges a general lack of system 
and capacity in conducting the meet, and 
that, in self-protection, he could not pay the 
prizes without proper vouchers. 

The band which has played since the be- 
ginning of the races has not been payed for 
its services. G. M. Greenhill, the manager, 
gays that his men will not play tonight un- 
less they are paid today. 


URION CYCLE RUN WILL BE HELD. 


Associated Cycling Clubs Discuss 
Many Questions at Their Meeting. 

In spite of the protests and objections 
raised by some of the delegates at the meet- 
ing of the Associated Cycling Clubs last 
night the union run will be held as usual. 

F. W. Moulton was the'first to start the 
fight against the run, and said the union 
run was a fizzle anyway, and in these days 
for a lot of grown-up men to the number of . 
tliree or four thousand to be all uniformed 
and dressed up and parade through the 
streets was ridiculous.

TO ITS MUSICAL EVENT. 


Beloists and Program Announced for 
_the Week Command Attention and 
Awaken Interest—Choruas of 450

‘This will be the twelfth biennial festival, 
having started in 1873, as the outcome of

in this city. At that time one of. these 
factors was the unusually musical character 
of its ori¢inal settlers, and the other, and 
not the lesser, was Mr. Theodore Thomas. 

In the younger days of the Queen City the 
song-loving German element was an im- 
mense power, which manifested itself in the 
singerfest, making Cincinnatians prac- 
tically the pioneers in this form of music in 
this country. 

The first siingerfest held in this country 
took place in this city-as early as 1849, and 
from this small source may be traced in 
almost direct descent the May festival, so- 
called, of the present time. 

In 1870 a siingerfest, in which 2,000 Ger- 
mans took part, was held here., For this 
event a hall had to be er@cted. This hall, 
although only intended for a temporary 
structure, proved to be so perfect acoustical- 
ly that it was preserved by the merchants of 
the city for musical and exposition pur- 
poses. 
| Theodore Thomas a Factor. 

In 1873 Theodore Thomas, the _ second 
factor in the growth of the May Festival, 
came upon the scene with his orchestra and 
gave a concert in the hall. He then con- 
ceived the idea, which he laid before certain 


prominent citizens, of giving a festival with

a large mixed chorus, which might be re- 
cruited from the singing societies in neigh- 
boring towns, with the singers of Cincinnati 
as a nucleus and his orchestra as the instru- 
mental foundation. With these two factors 
at work and a little later by the introduction 
of the New England element, also numer- 
ically strong in the community .and of a 
higher strata of choral culture, the Cincin- 
nati Musical Festival in its present form be- 

me an assured fact, thanks to the perse- 
véerance of Mr. Thomas. 

Naturally Cincinnati is proud of her festi- 
vals and for the record she has made through 
them in the advancement of everything mu- 
sically good and worthy, and there is every 
indication that the present season will add 
another feather to her’cap. 

Financially, success is assured. Early in

Festival Association, which is a non-divi- 
dend paying corporation, take it upon them- 
selves to dispose of 2,000 season tickets at 
$12 each. ese are taken b« the leading 
merchants, hotels, and individuals. This in 
itself insures a guarantee fund of $24,000. 

About May 1 an auction is held, at which 
choice of seats is sold, bids running as high 
as $50 premium for the earller choices. In 
this manner another $7,000 or $8,000 is raised. 
These two amounts, with the additional 
sale of single tickets, covers all expenses, 
and has never failed, with one exception, to 
leave a fair margin.

LOSS OF LIFE IN A WASHINGTON FIRE. 


Commission Houses Near the Center 
Market Burn and the Damage Is 
Estimated at 8250,000. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[Special.]—A 
firetonightamong the commission houses in 
the neighborhood of the Center market re- 
sulted in the loss of almost $250,000 dollars. 
Two firemen were killed and three seriously 
injured by falling walls. The list of dead 
and injured, all.of whom were firemen, fol- 
lows:

In addition to the above, four others are 
missing. Twenty-one*buildings with their 
contents were totally destroyed in the space 
of about two hours. The burnt district con- 
sists almost entirely of commission and 
wholesale jobbing houses in the square 
bounded, by B street, Louisiana avenue, 
Ninth, and Tenth streets. 

The fire started in a branch station of the 
Postal Telegraph company, located in| B 
street, and is supposed to have been caused 
by lightning, a severe thunder-storm having 
just passed cver the city. 

The direct result of the fire was to illumi- 
nate the great marble shaft of the Washing- 
torMonument in a singular manner, and it 
stood up 500 feet into the clouds a ruddy 
obelisk, which might well have been taken 
for the pillar of fire which served the chil- 
dren of Israel so well during their wander- 
ings from the land of bondage to the valleys 
flowing with milk and honey. Certain en- 
thusiastic Republicans took the singular 
illumination of the monument as a forecast 
of the glories of the coming administration 
of protection and prosperity. 

Atlanta, Ga., May 18.—A. close search of 
the ruins of the Markham House Block, 
which was swept clean by fire lasr night, re- 
vealed this morning the charred remains of 
a human body, which proved to be that:of 
W.. T. Zachary, a negro driver who was 
asleep in a cafriage in Milan & Patterson’s 
livery stable, which was among the first 
buildings destroyed. So far as known no other 
lives were lost. ‘The approximate loss is 
$225,000, with not quite half that amount of 
insurance. The fire originated in a small 
shop near the Markham House from the ex- 
plosion of a kerosene oil lamp. The shop was 
soon in flames and the Palace livery stables 
adjoining it were quickly enveloped. Horses, 
mules, carriages, and hearses in the stable 
were burned with a loss of $40,000. The best 
part of Atlanta’s tenderloin district was 
laid in ashes. 

Clearfield, Pa., May 18.—Forest fires are 
etill raging in this county. Word was re- 
ceived from McGee's mills this morning that 
five houses and a church have been de- 
stroyed. At Montgomery the fires are 
burning flercely and many houses and barns 
are in danger. The Barrett Hotel at 
Barrett, four miles from this place, was 
burned last night, and the town is entirely 
surrounded by.a big woods which is all 
ablaze. 

New York, May 18.—[$pectal.]—The forest 
fires in the Catskills, Which have been rag- 
ing for several days, are now more serious 
than ever. The famous Stony Clove is ablaze 
for miles on either side. The timber on 
mougptain after mountain has been licked up 
and the blackened crags are smoking for 
miles and ‘miles. From Lanesville, through 
‘the Notch, the massive slopes are all aflame. 
The roaring fires heat the rocks in places 
until they burst asunder with reports like 
distant artillery. Many of the residents are 
fighting the flames to save their homes from 
destruction.

BISHOPS ARE TAKEN, 


Methodist General Conference Dele- 
gates Show Political Skill in Form- 
ing and Breaking Combinations— 
West Stands by Earl Cranston, but 
a Winning Alliance Is Not Yet Made 
with the East—Motion to Postpone 
Balloting Until 1900 Voted Down. 

Cleveland, O., May 18.—[{Special.]—After 
another day of fruitless balloting no election 
of Bishops has yet been made in the Meth- 
odist conference. 

The first ballot of the day was a surprise 
in that the rumors of a combination of the 
friends of Cranston and Hamilton seemed 
verified by the results. For several ballots 
there was a continual gain for these two, and 
then the flood tide appeared to have been 
Yeached and there was a slight retrogression. 
The vote for Hamilton was not unanimous 
from the East, as Dr. Neely early took a 
large portion of it and pulled out ina most 


alarming manner, as far asthe other as--

lect there were rumors of an effort by the’ 


friends é6f Cranston to form a combination 
with Neely, but it had not appeared up to 
The knowing ones said it 
would appear on the thirteenth. mr 
It is a case of the West insisting on secur- 
ing a Bishop in Cranston, and Cranston and 
his faithful ban@ look eastward for some one 
with whom to make a combination which 
will result in enough votes to elect both. 


Routine Business of the Day. 

While the interest in the session was cen- 
tered in the elections, the routine business 
Was by no means ignored. Bishop Newman 
presided. : 

A long discussion ensyed over the pfo- 
posal of the Committee on Revisals to do 
away with the leaders’ and stewards’ meet- 
ings and hand over their work to the offictal 
board. The proposal was eventually car- 
ried, 

A great deal of time was consumed in an 
effort to change the discipline so as to do 
away with the leaders’ and stewards’ meet- 
ings. It was purposed by the Committee on 
Revisals to put their work on the official 
board. The objection raised was that the 
official board should not have anything to do 
with matters spiritual, but should attend 
strictly to temporal matters. The report 
was adopted. 

Committee Reports Decided Upon. 


During the recess in the afternoon the 
several committees met and a number of 
recommendations were made. The Commit- 
tee on Temperance formulated a report in. 
which absolute prohibition was indorsed, 
license and tax of any kind condemned, the 
principles of the American Anti-Saloon 
League indorsed, and a flat-footed stand for 
prohibition taken. : 

The Committee on Episcopacy decided to 
assign episcopal residences according to the 
seniority of the Bishops. 

The Committee on Revisats will recom- 
mend that the Bishops be authorized to 
formulate a new statement regarding the 
doctrine of regeneration of baptism. There 
is no such statement in the discipline and the 
church does not authorize any such doc- 
trine, but some portions of the discipline are 


so interpreted, and these portions will be 


eliminated. —

MANY PEOPLE SLAIN BY THE WINDS. 


Great Loss of Life and Property 
Caused by Cyclones in Kansas 
and Nebraska. 


Cyclones of unusual severity swept over 
a number of Kansas and Nebraska towns on 
Sunday night, causing great loss of life and 
seriously injuring hundreds of people. The 
money damage to buildings and crops is 
enormous. 

The death list numbers seventy-two. Of 
these forty were killed on the Otoe reserva- 
tion in Nebraska; four at Falls City, Neb.; 
three at Peck, Kas.; four at Reserve, Kas.; 
seven at Sabetha, Kas.; one at Sherard, Ill; 
six at Oneida, Kas.; and seven in the country 


adjacent to.Sabetha, Kas.

Omaha, Neb., May 18.—{Special.]—Train- 
men on the Missouri Pacific railway bring in 
the report that forty people were killed and 
a large numbér injured by a cyclone which 
passed over the Otoe Reservation last night. 

The wires are all down and it Js impossi- 
ble at this hour to get the particulars of the 
catastrophe: 

The Otoe Reservation is situated northeast 
ef Falls City, Neb. 

Falis City, Neb., May 18.—[{Special.]—In a 
fevere wind-storm which struck this city last 
night four people were killed and a dozen 
or more badly injured. The damage here 
will be $75,000, 

A string of box cars standing at the Mis- 
souri Pacific depot were blown over. One 
car contained five tramps, one of whom was 
injured. The B. and M. depot was unroofed 
and the freight depot was wrecked. The 
yards were full of freight cars and great 
strings of them were turned bottom side up. 

The destruction here was general, houses, 
bridges, and other structures being blown 
away. William Hinton and family were pre- 
paring to retire when the wind blew the front 
door open and lifted the house up, and, let- 
ting it drop, smashed it into kindling wood. 
Mr. Hinton found his wife and child.about 
ten yards from where the house stood, his 
wife’s head buried in the plowed ground. 

Kansas City; Mo., May, 18.—Seven people 
were killed and thirty injured in the cyclone 
in the north central part of Kansas. Ke- 
serve, a village on the Missouri Pacific in 
Brown County, seems to have felt the brunt 
of the storm. But five houses are left stand- 
ing there. Forty-four buildings in Reserve 
alone were razed. The barns and sheds of 
all the farmers living in the track of the 
storm were destroyed. The money loss in 
Reserve alone is fully $50,000, 

Wichita, Kas., May 18.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
August Zercher and two children, aged 9 
and 4, were killed by lightning near Peck 
today, and Howard Chartrand; a neighbor, 
was also killed.. A terrific wind, rain, and 
lightning storm prevailed’. Other fatalities 
are reported from’ Sumner County. 

Rock Island, Ill., May 18.—[{Special.]—Sher- 
rard, a new mining town in Mercer County, 
twenty-nine miles from here, was struck by 
a cyclone on Saturday nightt Three persons 
were in the new Congregational Church at 
the time preparing for a social; Maurice 
Evans, aged 37, was caught in the débris and 
instantly killed. The others escaped. An 
hour later the church would have been filled 
with people. Great general damage was 
done to store, residence, and farm buildings, 
and a number of people were injured. 

Sabetha, Kas., May 18.—The result of the 
cyclone here is one man dead and sixteen 
injured and twenty-five houses were totally 
destroyed and twice as many wrecked. 
Northwest of Sabetha three were killed and 
the. desolation is widespread. Northeast of 
town four were killed and many injured. 
Six are reported killed near Oneida. Forty 
Sabetha families are homeless and all their 
household effects are gone. 

Oregon, Mo., May 18.—[{Special.]—The most 
terrific wind, rain, and hail-storm that ever 
visited this section struck Holt County at 
about half past V o'clock last night. A little 
more than two inches of rain fell in the 
space of about \forty minutes and all the 
creeks and small rivers are out of their 
banks. A great many cattle, hogs, and other 
species of live stock were washed away, and 
on the Nodaway River bottom the water in 
many dweliing houses arose to a depth of 
from three to four feet. The Town of New- 
point, elght miles northeast of here, is al- 
most entirely under water. Many houses 
and barns in this vicinity were demolished 
by the wind.

Services in New York City Under the 
Auspices of the Elks and the 
Press Club. 


New York, May 18.—Funeral services for 
Col. John A. Cockerill were held today. 
From the Press club, where the body has 
lain in state since Saturday, the remains 
were conveyed to Scottish Rite Hall. Over 
the casket was thrown the mortuary banner 
of the Loyal Legion and on this was a wreath 
of white roses and immortelles, which bore 
the inscription: ‘‘ From John’s Wife.” The 
services at the hall included brief addresses 
by T. F. Brohan, Exalted Ruler of the B. P. 
O. E., and J. Howard Jr., President of the 
Press club. Then the body was conveyed 
to Calvary Baptist Church, where religious 
services were conducted by the pastor, the 
Rev. Dr. MacArthur. 


Otto Camphausen, 

Berlin, May 18.—Herr Otto Camphausen, 
formerly Prussian: Minister of Finance, is 
dead. He was born in 1812, and as Minister 
of Finance in 1870 had to meet the neces- 
sities of the situation caused by the war be- 
tween Prussia. and France. His services 
upon that occasion were highly appreciated, 
and upon the retirement of Gen. von Roonin 
1873 Herr Camphausen was appointed Vice- 
President of the Ministry of State. 


CHANGES THE DATE OF THE EXODUS, 


Dr. Petrie Discovers an Important His- 
torical Stone in Egypt. 

Prof. Breasted, head of the Department of 
Egyptology at the University of Chicago, 
has received a letter from Dr. Petrie, whois 
now exploring in Egypt, which details a dis- 


covery of utmost importance to students of 


Egyptology. 
Dr. Petrie claims to have found in a temple 
at Thehes a slat of basalt on which is written 


| the earliest known record of the children of 
\Israel. 


The slat is ten feet long, five feet 
wide, and one foot thick, and is the largest 
slat of basalt ever found. On one side is 
written the biography of King Merenetah. 
whom Dr. Petrie supposes to be a son of 
Rameses II. The writing details the con- 
quering of the Syrian and Assyrian nations, 
and refers to Israel in these words: 

“The people Ysriaal is spoiled; it has no 
seed.”’ 

Dr. Breasted claims for the discovery that 
it will completely revolutionize the present 
theory as to the time of the exodus. King 
Merenetah reigned in Egypt during the four- 
teenth century before Christ, and the record 
effectually proves that the exodus must have 
taken place before that time instead of long 
after, as is now generally supposed.

John 8. Miller discussed the constitu- 
tional conditions under which reform could 
be made and the need of change in the 
statutes in order to make the necessary im- 
provement pvssible. He advocated the 
abolition of a triple local government and 
the concentration of all municipal affairs 
under one head. 

C. Porter Johnson said when the Constitu- 
tion of 1870 was adopted certain restrictions 
were placed. upon the Legislature, so it was 
impossible to make an effectual change in 
the revenue law through that body. A sys- 
tem which was all right in country districts 
was utterly unfit for the conditions existing 
in Cook County. . 

‘The men selected to assess the value of 
real estate in Cook County,” he said, “ are, 
as a rule, incapable of performing their 
duty. The Assessor may be all right, but 
after his election he is forced to pay his 
political debts. The remedy is in a con- 
stitutional amendment . providing for a 
Board of Valuation appointed by the Cir- 
cuit Judges, to whom it should report.’” 

Louis A. Seeberger discussed 
effect of too much officialism. In regard to 
taxes and special assessments he said: 

‘‘The owners\of real estate property are 
subjected to constant taxation in the guise 
of special aSsessments. On every hand 
there is inefficiency, and all of these ills are 
chargeable to one fault, an_ insufficient 
revenue. Under the prevailing system high 
rates and low assessments leave room for 
great discrepancies which are not readily 
perceived owing to ignorance of the propor- 


tion of fair cash value used by the Assessors | 


in making the assessment. Long continued 
negiect of any form of investment means 
lower values, and unless we have a change 
in our methods of taxation, insuring uni- 
formity and an equal distribution of the 
burden, our values must go lower.” 

William A. Giles, in discussing the faults 
of the revenue system, said: 

‘‘Our standard of public morals has been 
lowered and we have maintained an effect- 
ive school in evasion, perjury, and fraud. 


We have §$2,500,000,000 of property in Cook, 


County. After allowing for exemptions, if 
we reach $2,000,000,000, 1 per cent on this 
would give us an ample revenue for all pub- 


lic purposes.”

An ex- 
treme instance of this character is reported 
from Viyian, W. Va. In a game there on 
Saturday 'the umpire declared a runner out 
at the home plate. Instead of acquiescing 
in thé decision the player in question delayed 
the game for fully 4@ half hour until he could 
go home, get a shotgun, return and shoot the 
‘umpire. Then there was further delay while 
a new umpire was chosen. The player who 
did the shooting returned to the game, but 
the audience, it ig reported, was excessively 
vexed by the long wait his conduct caused. 
There was little gained by his. violent re- 
prisals, for the report soon reached the new 
umpire that his predecessor would die, and 
his subsequent decisions were too nervously 
given to insure satisfaction. Interest in the 
national game will die out ff players are 
permitted to tax the patience of the spec- 
tators in this manner. 
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MORE HARD MONEY INSTEAD, OF LESS 
THAN IN 1873. 

Mr. Altgeld said in his speech “ the gold 
standard advocates make a mistake in 
imagining the world can get along with less 
money than formerly.” 

‘They do not “imagine ” anything of the 
kind. They do not admit there is Icss 
money in the world now than there was 
twenty-three years ego, in 1873. They con- 
tend there is double as much, and the official 
statistics bearsthem outin their contention. 

Altgeld is the one who alleges the world 
has less money now than it had formerly, 
and then while not asserting it has only 
half the stock it had intimates as much by 
saying that— 

If the world now has only half the money that 
it formerly had, then it must follow that either 
the world’s work must be done for half the former 
price, or else only half as much work can be done. 
In either case the men* who do the work will be 
ruined, for .in one case they must work for half 
pay, and in the other there will be two men for 


each job. 
Two years ago the world’s stock of coined 


gold amounted to about 3,800 millions of 
dollars, and of coined silver to 4,000 mill- 
ions. In 1850 there were only 880 millions 
of coined gold in the world and 1,460 mill- 
ions of coined silver. In 1860, owing to the 
gold discoveries in California and Aus- 
tralia ten to twelve years before, the stock 
of coined gold had risen to 1,700 millions 
and that of silver had increased largely. 

The world never had as much money as 
it has now. The reason for the increase 
can de found in some figures Altgeld himself 
gives. They show that from 1852 to 1873 
the total gold production of the world was’ 
2,176 millions and of silver 909 millions. 
From 1878 to 1894, inclusive, it was 2,510 
millions gold and 2,770 silver. 

‘The production being so great during that 
forty-four-year period it is not strange that 
the world’s stock of coin is immensely 
greater than it ever was before. All the 
gold and silver needed for money purposes 
were converted into money. That which 
was not needed was used in the arts and 
in ornaments. If that surplus had been 
needed as money it would have been con- 
verted into money. 

There is a great deal more gold in use now 
than there was in 1873, and nearly double 
‘as much sil¥er. Enormous quantitics have 
been coined since 1878 and put into circu- 
lation, especially in this country—500 will- 
ions of it. So if anything has gone amiss 
in the United States or other countries it 
cannot be on account of the world’s having 
less money than it had in 1873. Tor it has 
about twice as much, 

Altgeld’s own figures serve to confute his 
own statements and show that he contra- 
dicts himself. 


QUESTIONS AT ISSUE IN CANADA. 
The approaching general election in Canada 
turns entirely on the Manitoba school ques- 
tion. The remedial bill, which proposes to 
reéstablish separate Catholic schools at pub- 
lic expense, and which was abandoned at 
the last moment by the Canadian Parlia- 
ment when it was found definite action 
could not be taken, is the platform on which 
the government forces stand.

CORONATION OF THE CZAR. 

The curtain has beén rung up on the great 
spectacular exhibition of the world that will 
formally seal to Nicholas II. the title of 
Ozar of all the Russias and the score or 
more other titles of less importance that 
are included. In accordance with the pro- 
gram he started on Sunday from St. Peters- 
burg on the journey of 400 miles to Mos- 
cow over a road on which all other traffic 
had been stopped in a train of royal splendor 
built for the occasion and through a lane 
of soldiers to insure his safety. If no mis- 
hap ensues he will arrive today at Petroff- 
sky palace, near Moscow, to celebrate his 
28th birthday anniversary, the first formal 
ceremony in a period of regal pomp that 
stands conspicuous in this generation as a 
surviving and all-surpassing evidence of 
barbaric magnificence. 

From now until June 7, when the ‘féte 
will be concluded with a review of 150,000 
trgops, a set program has been arranged 
for every day on a scale of lavish expense 
and almost fantastic spectacular display 
that is designed to appeal to the utmost 
range of the Russian imagination, and 
through it all run the myriad religious rites 
that form the real basis of the coronation 
celebration. 

The young monarch ascended the throne 
more than a year ago, but the deep religious 
feeling that prevails among his subjects 
requires this sacred ceremonial to give to 
the political head of the empire the sancti- 
fied environment he can ‘obtain fn no other 
way. This event, which is the heart of the 
occasion, occurs on May 26 in the ancient 
Kremlin palace, and when Nicholas places 
the imperial crown on his own head and 
grasps the golden scepter of Paul all the 
nations of the world will have accredited 
representatives among the chosen specta- 
tors of the unique scene, and all Russia 
down to the vast stratum of the oppressed, 
will be partaking of the free food and drink 
and joining in the monster, barbaric jubi- 
lee. , 

No one of his predecessors has had the 
marked opportunities that are before Nich- 
olas II. to advance Russia’s position among 
the civilized nations. The empire is at 
peace, both internally and externally; it 
has no conquests to make that will require 
a call to arms; the seditious element is well 
in subjection, and the Czar can devote him- 
self to the amelioration of the condition of 
his subjects without any disturbing -in- 
fluences. Little is known of his personal 
characteristics or his fitness for such a 
task. He is said to be considerably self- 
centered and of retiring disposition, and for, 
these reasons may have won the reputation 
unjustly of possessing little force of char- 
acter. The most notable event in his career 
was the attempt made on, his life by a fa- 
natic in Japan, when he was on a tour of 
the world. This had no political impor- 
tance, and was not credited to any Russian 
revolutionary influences. His reign has 
been diplomatically aggressive thus far, and 
has caused much uneasiness among the 
other European cotintries.- The war be- 
tween Japan and China gave him an op- 
portunity to come to China’s assistance 
when she was helpless and humiliated and 
obtain concessions from the Pekin Govern- 
ment that have greatly increased Ruasia’s 
influence in the far East. It is generally 
understood that he has arranged a treaty 
with Turkey, whereby the acts of the Sultan 
are’really dominated by St. Petersburg, and 
his alliance with France has served to aid 
his diplomatic prestige. It is not known 
how much of this new influence has been 
acquired by the direct work of the new 
Czar, but in the absence of any positive in- 
formation to the contrary he can be safely 
accorded the distinction. 

The world, however, waits in vain for 
any show of policy that will tend to take the 
brand of ignominy from the acts of the 
(zar’s governing officials. The Russian 
subject has been the type of the oppressed 
for years, and in spite of the rigid censor- 
ship that obtains facts have been dissem- 
inated that prove hundreds of thousands 
of Russiansare treated worse than slaves by 
a horde of petty officials who practice their 
cruelties in the Czar’s name. This is the 
field in«which Nicholas can win his highest 
fame among the rulers of the nations, and 
by his activity in this work only will he be 
judged in history. His coronation is to 
cost about $20,000,000, but he can make it 
worth many times that great sum td the 
Russian people. :

REAL CAUSE OF THE WATER FAMINE IN 
CHICAGO. 
The annual how! over the scarcity of 


water above the first story has begun this 
year earlier than usual, because the hot 
weather has begun earlier, and it is just a8 
vociferous as it has been Year after year. 

Certain newspapers are exploiting the sit- 
uation in pictures and in print and sensa- 
tional headings for all that it is worth, and 
as it is easier to make sensational charges 
than to ascertain the real cause, they are 
alleging that the cause of the scarcity is the 
wastage and stealing which are going on at 
the Stock-Yards. One would imagine after 
reading this sensational stuff that the pack- 
ers were tapping the water mains and run- 
ning rivers of water through their houses, 
grounds, and pens. - 

All this is ridiculous nonsense--so ridic- 
ulous, indeed, that it is surprising the au- 
thors of these sensations do not see that 
people can distinguish between false accu- 
sation and fact. The same chargesshave 
been made before, and have been thordughly 
investigated by the Public Works Depart- 
ment, only to find the whole thing was prac- 
tically a fake. The result of the investiga- 
tion came much nearer libel suits than it 
did to water stealing. 

Tue Cuicaco Trisune made an investi- 
gation a few years ago as to the real cause 
of the scarcity of water in the warm months 
of each recurring year, and ascertained the 
true reason for it, and that reason is just 
as correct this year as it has been during 
any one of the last dozen years. 

This year there has been a dry spring, 
and uncomfortably hot weather set in be- 
fore the close of April, with the same effect 
upon the water supply as has always ob- 
tained—namely: a universal waste of water 
by individual households as well as by shops, 
factories, hotels, and office buildings. That 
is the true cause and the only cause of the 
scarcity of water now complained of. Over 
a hundred thousand families in this city 
during hot weather keep the water running 
day and night to cool off their kitchens and 
their bathrooms. It is kept running in 
stables to cool them off. It is wasted by 
tens of millions of gallons for the irrigation 
of lawns and gardens, not only during the 
permission hours specified by the city ordi- 
nance, but at all hours of the day and night, 
when the police are not watching. The 
waste is heavy in tens of thousands of fam- 
ilies, shops, offices, and factories. 

This fustian about Stock-Yards stealing 
half the water supply answers no other pur- 
pose than to blind the people to the real 
cause of the water scarcity and cncourage 
individual waste still more recklessly. 

When Tue TRIBUNE has suggested the 
actual cause of water scarcity in hot 
weather and asked the city authorities to 
apply the water meter remedy the invaria- 
ble answer has been that the police have no 
right to go into houses and investigate the 
waste; that citizens will not allow inter- 
ference or investigation as to their wastage 
of water in residences and barns, shops and 
saloons, and yet. these same people unite in 
denouncing the city government for not 
supplying more water, and that if it 
should raise the taxes so as to be able to 
furnish more they would denounce it all 
the more vociferously. And yet it is ap- 
parent that while this waste is going on it 
is not within the ability of the city Water 


Department, or power of the pumps, or ca-~ 


pacity of the mains to furnish and discharge 
anything like the quantity of water wanted. 
It couldn't be done if we had six feet in- 
stead of three feet mains, or less than a 
large river to rush through them. 

There is no other big city on the face of 
the earth where as much water is furnished 
and used per capita asin Chicago. It uses 
more water than even London, with its 
4,500,000 inhabitants, or Yorklyn, with its 
alleged 3,000,000. 

The cause of water scarcity in hot weather 
is to be found in the peculiar privilege which 
is given to people of Chicago to use and 
waste all the water they please and pay for 
only a small fraction of it. If they were 
obliged to have meters and pat for what 
the meter shows they dréew off there would 
be almost universal economy, and in ninety-

JUDGE PAYNE ADVISES THE ALDERMEN. 

The Aldermen should read carefully the 
opinion given by Judge Payne yesterday 
in the case of the Van Buren street elevated 
road loop. He refused to enjoin the pre- 
sentation to the Council of a frontage peti- 
tion—it being alleged that the signatures on 
many of them were purchased—asking that 
an ordinance be passed granting a fran- 
chise in Van Buren street. But in doing 
this he told the Council what its powers 
and the limitations on them are. 

He informed the Aldermen that they can 
grant such a franchise only upon a petition 
signed by a bona fide majority of the front- 
age, and— 

If the Council acts upon a petition representing 
less than a majority such a petition. by express 
legislative act, is invalid, and an ordinance based 
upon it is not simply voidable, but void. The 
frontage petition is as necessary to give power to 
the Council as the service of process to give juris- 
diction to a court. If the Council should assume 
to determine the amount and validity of frontage 
represented and should in the most solemn man- 
ner declare that more than the majority was repre- 
sented and it should turn out that such was not 
the fact the situation would not be changed. 


The action of the Council in determining 
the amount of frontage, said the Judge, is 
not a “ judicial or a quasi-judicial act.” 
Its assumption that enough frontage has 
signed, as in the case of the General Elec- 
tric ordinance, does not cure the fatal de- 
fect in the petition. 

Not only must there be enough consents, 
says the Judge, but they must be unpur- 
chased ones. 
lawful, and, beipg unlawful, cannot form a 
basis of a valid ordinance.” ; 

The courts have held that a property- 
owner cannot enjoin the construction of a 
road under an ordinance which he claims 
he can show is void, but that his remedy is 
in a suit for damages. On this point Judge 
Payye says: 

If courts adhere to the position that a railroad 
may be, built under a void ordinance and the land- 
owners cannot enjoin, but must sue for damages, 
the statute which I have discussed (requiring 
frontage consent) is thereby repealed and the bill 
of rights, which declares that no person shall be 
deprived of Hfe, liberty, or property without due 
process of law, is plainly, violated, 

But notwithstanding such decisions be is 
of the opinion that such a remedy exists 
and will ultimately be found adequate. 
What it is he does rot say. 

The Judge’s reason for not granting the 
injunction is a validone, Itis that it would 
be premature to do so, and he cannot as- 
sume that a cojrdinate branch of the gov- 
ernment will fail to do its duty. If the al- 
legations of those who apply for tbe injunc- 
tion are correct, then the Council, if honest, 
will not pass the ordinance. The Judge 
assumes that it is honest. If not, and it 
passes the ordinance, then it is utterly void, 
and he believes some way can be found to 
prevent the construction of a road under it.

DISHONEST IOWA DEMOCRATS. 

The total number of farms in Iowa last 
year was 204,000. On 83,500 of these there 
were mortgages. In very many cases these 
represented the amounts yet due to the per- 
sons from whom the farms were bought.

GERMAN-AMERIGANS FOR A GOLD BASIS. 


And Opposed to 18 to 1 Free Silver 50- 
Cent Dollars—They All Want 
Sound Money. 


Milwaukee Sentinel: Mr. Gustav H.. 
Schwab, President of the German Society of 
the City of New York, and Chairman of the 
Executive committee of the Sound Money 


committee of the New York Chamber of | 


Commerce, has lately made some remarks 
about the German-American vote. The 
census of 1890 shows that the State of New 
York then contained 972,603 German-Ameri- 
cans; Ohio, 541, 107; Illinois, 690,588: Pennsyl- 
vania, 472,423; Michigan, 276,258; Minnesota, 
244,634; Iowa, 269,603; Missouri, 297,095; and 
Wisconsin, 551.834. At no previous time, 
says Mr. Schwab, have party ties rested 
so lightly as at present upon the German- 
American voters. In the coming campaign 
they will disregard party lines, if one of the 
parties is unsound upon the gurrency, and 
will vote for the party whicl¥ declares for 
the gold standard. They want a gold stand- 
ard candidate cn a gold standard platform, 
and will be satisfied with nothing else. In 
their opinion, says Mr. Schwab, the currency 
question is more important than any other 
question now before the country, and they 
will vote for the maintenance of the gold 
standard without regard to their views upon 
any other political question. 

Mr. Schwab has been watching the Ger- 
man-American newspapers, ang finds that 
nearly all of them are in favor of the gold 
standard, and will support the party whieh 
declares for the maintenance of that stand- 
ard. Several important German Demo- 
cratic papers in the Western States have 
threatened to bolt if a free silver plank is 
adopted. In Kentucky, during the last 
State election, the Louisville Democrat, 
the oldest and largest German newspaper 
in the South, bolted the Democratic ticket, 
which it had _ hitherto supported, because 
the Democratic candidate for Governor was 
a free silver man. The proprietor of two 
New York Republican German newspapers, 
the Herold and the Zeitung, says he shall 
support the gold standard candidate for 
President, no matter to which party he be- 
longs. 

In Wisconsin it is not likely that a candi- 
date in favor of free silver coinage would 
obtain. the votes of more than a very few 
German-American voters. What Mr. Schwab 
believes of the whole country is undoubt- 
edly true of this State. The Seebote, which 
is a partisan Democratic newspaper, is op- 
posed to free coinage, although a majority 
of the Democrats in Congress have always 
been on the free coinage side. 


The Gold Clause in Contracts. 


Chicago, May 17.—[{Editor of The Tribune.]. 
—Will you oblige an old reader by quoting 
that portion of the United States statute 
that sanctions the gold clause in contracts 
between debtor and creditor? The silver 
dollar being an unlimited legal tender for 
any amount would seem to indicate that the 
Worrower had a right to claim this privilege 
of tendering the amount due in silver dollars.

EXPLANATION. 


The Bland-Allison act of 1878 says the sil- 
ver dollars whose coinage it provides for 
“shall be a legal tender at their nominal 
* value, for all debts and dues, public and 
* private, except where otherwise express- 
“ly stipulated in the contract.”’ 

The Sherman law of 1890 uses precisely the 
same language concerning the “ Treasury 
notes”’ issued under it.. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided repeatedly during the last thirty- 
four years that contracts stipulating for 
payment in gold coin of the United States 
or in gold are valid.’ It has been held that 
it is not against ** public policy ” for a lend- 
er to specify which kind of “ lawful money ” 
he shall be paid im where there is more than 
one kind. And the ‘Constitution of the 
United States declares that ‘' No State shall 
“pass any law impairing the obligation of 
** contracts.”’ 3 . 

Thus no State legislation can compel a 
man who is entitled by his contract to gold 
coin to be obliged to receive either silver dol- 
lars, Treasury notes, or greenbacks, though 
each of them are legal tenders in all cases 
when the parties have. not contracted for 
gold payments. i “ |

NEW GRAND JURY IS SWORN IN. 
Judge Baker Gives the Panel No In- 
structions of Unusual Import. 

The grand jury was sworn in yesterday 
morning by Judge Baker. ' Those who failed 
to appear were: John F. Finerty, No. 3562 
Grand boulevard: Fred B. Carter, Evanston; 
Henry Andres, Tinley Park. The following 
were appointed in their places: John Kiel- 
lander, H. A. Kahler, and Leon Silverstein. 

The instructions of Judge Baker covered 
no special features. Ex-Ald. Edward F. Cul- 
ierton was made foreman. Judge Baker read 
the two sections of the law, required by stat- 
ute to be presented to each grand jury, in 
reference to bucket shop operators and the 
prohibition of the disclosure of grand jury 
roonj secrets. The court also impressed on 
the jury the importance of avoiding hearsty 
evidence. 

The jury began work o callcf thirty-five 
names, the majority of them being minor 
charges against boys confined in the county 
jail. There were 280 cases on the docket, 
which is fifty below the customary number 
ready for the grand jury when it is sworn in. 

The accusations of the Civic Federation in 
reference to. alleged inflation of the city pay- 
rolls will probably not be taken up by the 
jury this week.

SCHOONER HAD LIFE PRESERVERS. 


Edward E. Ayer’s Manager Says His 
 Satliing Vessel.Was Well Provided. 

At the office of Edward E. Ayer, owner of 
the schooner Mary D. Ayer, which was sunk 
in a collision with the steamer Onoko on 
Sunday morhing, it was said yesterday the 
Ayer was provided with life preservers. 

*‘ Yes, sir; the Ayer had plenty of life pre- 
servers when it went down,’’ said the man- 
ager. “The crew may not have known 
where they were, as| they were new hands, 
but there were a numberinthecabin. Capt. 
Williamson had been in our employ for 
sixteen years. Three years ago he was 
promoted to a Captaincy. and placed in com- 
mand of the Ayer. The boat was worth 
$5,000, but carried no insurance. It will be 
several days before we decide whether we 
will take the matter into court.” 

If any investigation is made of the col- 
lision it will.be held in Milwaukee, as the 
disaster occurred in that district. The 
United States marine laws do not provide 
for the inspection of sailing vessels, and no 
investigation of the equipment of the boat 
when it left port will likely be made, 

Capt. Williamson, master of the sunken 
schooner, lived at No. 40 Rubel streeet. He 
was 55 years old, and leaves a wife and six 
children, four of whom are married. 

Charles E. Kremer, the admiralty lawyer 


‘retained by the owners of the Onoko, went 


to South Chicago last evening and took the 
affidavits of the entire crew of the steamer re- 
garding their knowledge of the collision. It 
was the opinion yesterday of the underwrit- 
ers having insurance on the Onoko that it 
will nat be held legally liable for the loss of 
the Ayer. 

No investigation of the collision will be 
made by United States steamboat inspectors 
unless a formal complaint is filed. This 
statement was made by Inspector, Richard- 
son yesterday afternoon, the inspectors fol- 
lowing the general custom of the service. 

Liability for the loss of the sallors on 
board the Ayer is, on the lakes, an unsettled 
question. If this phase of the disaster should 
get into the courts the steamer is fully pro- 
tected against any verdict by its casualty in- 


surance.

Thinking of the empty larder at home, the 
first thing Lizzie bought was a chicken all 
ready to cook, then with childish generosity 
she purchased a much-needed pair of shoes 
for an older sister. A hat gayly decked 
with flowers and ribbons next caught her 
eye, and she took that for herself. And with 
this perched on her head she was pushing a 
Goll carriage, which was the next invest- 
ment, up and down the walk, when she was 
taken by a policeman and locked up.

COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC woRKs 
SENDS IN*HIS RESIGNATION. 


Mayor Swift Accepts It and Will Name 
a Successor Before Next Monday— 
Necessity of Attending to Private 
Business Affairs the Cause'of the 
Action—Friends of W. R. Kerr Sug- 
gest Him for the New Head of the 
Department. 

William D. Kent, Commissioner of Public 
Works, has resigned. He placed his letter 
giving up the office in Mayor Swift's hands 
yesterday morning. The resignation was 
accepted and Mr. Kent’s successor will be 
appointed before next Monday night. H 
will be given a’few days in which to close up 
such matters as require his personal at- 
tention. : 

This is the first break in Mayor Swift's 
cabinet, but it was not unexpected. Mr. 
Kent said his private business was in such 
shape he had been contemplating retiring for 
several weeks in order to give that business 
his attention. 

“You see,”’ he continued, “I have no 
partner; no one who Is financially interested 
insthe concern with me, consequently I find 
that it is running a great deal of risk to 
depend altogether on employés. I could not 
therefore look after my private interests 
and at the same time attend to the work of 
this department as it should be attended to. 


For that reason I.made up my mind to get | 


out of it. I wrote my resignation on Satur- 
day afternoon and intended the Mayor 
should get it then, but he left the office be- 
fore I could see him, so I held it back until 
this morning. I asked him to accept it at 
once and he did so, but I will continue to 
conduct the office for two or three days.”’ 
Mr. Kent’s Successor. 

While it has been generally understood in 
City Hall circlés for some time Mr. Kent 
would not serve much longer, when the news 
of his resignation became public it caused 
commotion among the politicians. A num- 
ber of names were mentioned in connection 
with the vacant seat, but the Mayor said he 
was not going to be hasty in appointing a 
successor. Commissioner of Health Kerr's 
friends think he is entitled to promotion. 
As his friends are the Mayor’s friends, it is 
thought they will urge him for the place. 

Joseph Downey,’ the Superintendent of 
Buildings, has also been mentioned, but Mr. 
Downey said yesterday he had no desire to 
be taken out of his present place. 

Mayor Swift declined to give anybody the 
least bit of satisfaction on the subject. He 
contented himself with saying he proposed 
to get as good a man as he could in Mr. 
Kent's place, . 

‘“*Mr, Kent,” said he, “ has made a good 
record, and I am sorry to see him go. He 
has been loyal and worked hard, but thinks 
now his private business will not permit 
him to neglect itany longer. I cannot blame 
him for wanting to look after it.’’ 

Every one agreed that Mr. Kent has done 
efficient work for the city, but he lacked 
diplomacy and for that reason incurred the 
ili-will of Aldermen and contractors and 
others, 

Opposed by Contractors, 

On this point Mr. Kent said: 

“The office of Commissioner of Public 
Works is not a bed of roses. If you make 


‘the contractors do their work as it should 


be done and refuse to grant extra compensa- 
tion you raise a storm of opposition afid 
clamor against you and life is made a burden. 
My rule with the contractors was to make 
them live up to the specifications under 
which they took e work and to give them 
just the money to which they were entitled. 
In that way I have made them my bitter 
enemies, and they have lost no opportunity 
to hamper me in the work of the office. All 
in all I shall be glad to feel relieved of the 
position, and to be able to develop the re- 
sources of the business tn which I am en- 
gaged.”’ 

Somebody started a story Mr. Kent had 
resigned to get out of the, way of she Civil 
Service Commission, which proposed to hold 
him responsible for the stuffed pay-roll 
frauds. But there is no truth in this. Presi- 
dent Clarke said so in these words: 

“It is a cruel and unjust charge. We 
have found absolutely nothing to.show that 
Mr. Kent was other than an able and efficient 
official, and for the sake of Mr. Kent we 
wish to say that what wrong we have found 
is that which could be brought about by 
the action of any foreman. When we have 
worked through the departments and sent 
men before the grand jury such abuses will 
lessen in number, but they are impossible 
to check until that ts done. But as to Mr. 
Kent, his course in office is not affected by 
this investigation.”’ 

During the term of his office Mr. Kent has 
awarded contracts for some extensive and 
costly improvements. The largest is that

SALE OF REMAINING ASSETS ORDERED. 


Decision of Interest to Chicago Bid- 
ders and Stockholders in Illinois 
Bailding and Loan Association, 


Bloomington, Ill, May 18.—[Special.}]— 
Judge Sample today delivered an opinion in 
which he orders the sale of the remaining 
assets of the bankrupt Illinois Bullding and 
Loan Association of this city to the. Boston 
and Chicago firm of Cobe & McKinnon at 40 
cents on the dollar with 7 per cent interest, 
amounting to an average of about 46 cents 
on the-dollar for the shares. The matter 
was by order of the court referred to the 
stockholders, of whom 1,325 favored selling, 
208 objected, and 900 made no reply. The 
Judge holds that the 900 should be eounted 
as in the affirmative. On behalf of 200 
stockholders who object an appeal from the 
order of the court was asked for and grant- 
ed. The aggregate assets amount to about 
$675,000, so that the firm which proposes t 
buy will pay about $310,000 if the sale 1 
consummated. 

Denver, Colo., May 18.—J. J. Riethmann,

were taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Hinesdale this afternoon on indict- 
ments charging embezzlement in connection 
with the failure of the German National 
Bank.

It was not so very long ago that a well-to- 
do New York business-man was found dead 


} in the morning with a bullet in his brain,

for his suicide. His business was in good 
condition. He had recently sustained some 
trifling losses, but there was really nothing 
serious to worry him—utterly no reason why 
he should take his own life. He had been 
nervous and irritable, and his health had not 
been. of the, best for, a short time, but he 
was not really ill.

ON MATCH MACHINES. 


Diamond Match Machines Will Revo- 
lutionize the Industry in Their 
Opinion—Market Fails to Respond 
to the News—Strong Opening on 
Both Moore Stocks Followed by a 
Weak Closing—Loop Injunction Is 
Dissolved—Lake Street Strong. 

O. C. Barber, President of the Diamond 
Match company, accompanied by Dr. Ernst 
Furth of Vienna and Louis Goffard of Brus- 
sels, arrived in Chicago yesterday. Mr. 
Barber had stopped in Barberton, O., to 
show the workings of the Diamond Match 
machinery to these men and to convince 
them of the truth of statements he had made 
regarding the workings of Diamond Match 
machinery. The two men yesterday said 
they had been convinced of the value of the 
machines and they will soreport. The news 


. of the arrival of Mr. Barber and his com- 


panions did not have the effect on the stock 
of the Diamond Match company that had 
been anticipated. Stock closed on Saturday 
at 225%, and at the opening yesterday bids 
of 230 were required before there were any 
offers. There were sales of 350 shares of 
stock at 230, and the market then declined 
to 228. It advanced from this, however, to 
230 again, followed by further declines. By 
12 o'clock the stock was selling for 225, and 
before the close of the exchange there 
seemed to be a rush on the part of brokers 
to sell which sent the stock down to a close 
at 221. There was talk on bothaides of the 
market yesterday, and the observer could 
take his choice of the stories presented. 

The European visitors are more than 
pleased with the showing made by the ma- 
chines in Barberton, and they so expressed 
themselves yesterday. Their reports will be 
of a favorable character, and officers of the 
Diamond Match company now express the 
opinion that there will be no question as to 
the closing of negotiations for the use of 
the machines in Austria and Belgium. Mr. 
Goffard is authorized to close contracts in 
behalf of his firm in Brussels. He willbe in 
Chicago for a few days, and it is probable 
he will definitely contract for the use of the 
machines before he leaves. He said yes- 
terday: ‘‘I am much pleased with the ma- 
chines I saw in Barberton, and 1 will say 
they come up fully to the claims made for 
them by Mr. Barber before we left for 
America. As I have not closed the contract 
with the match company for the use of these 
machines I would prefer not to say too much 
about the matter as yet. 1do not want the 
Diamond Match company to exact more 
money,for the use of these machines than 
they have promised to accept.” 

More than Pleased with Machines, 

Dr. Furth, who represents B. Furth of 
Vienna, was more willing to talk than was 
his companion. Hesaid: “ lcameto Ameri- 
ca representing the Lander Bank and the B. 
Furth company, and my visit to Barberton 
was made in their interests. I have seen the 
machines working, and I am more pleased 
with them than I| anticipated. In our. own 
factory we employ 8U0 persons in the making 
of matches alone, and by using twelve ma- 
chines I figure we could reduce the number 
of workmen to 150. There would be a fur- 
ther saving through the use of the box- 
making machinery. There are now being 
used in Sweden machines which make from 
sixty to seventy boxes a minute, but three 
workmen are required for each machine. 
The machine in Barberton will make 480 
boxes a minute with only one workman. 
There is a waste of from 5 to 6 per cent in 
material through the use of the Swedish 
machines. I have already made my report 
as to the work done by these machines, and 
l am satisfied we will close the contract on 
the terms proposed by Mr. Barber. I[ am 


convinced the new machines will revolution- . 


ize the match-making Industry of the world. 
It will be impossible for any manufacturer of 
matches under the old system to compete 
with a factory which is equipped with these 
machines.’’ 
President Barber had little to say regard- 
ing the Diamond Match company .and its 
prospects in Europe. He will sail for Europe 
again June 17, and he expects to close the 
negotiations now under way on his arrival 
there. He said yesterday the negotiations 
now under way in Austria provided for the 
formation of a new company, to have a 
capital of $10,000,000, of which the Diamond 
Match company would hold one share over 
a majority of the stock, thus having control 
of the new corporation. B. Furth and the 
Lander Bank are interested in the proposed 
corporation. : 
There are any number of stories being cir- 
culated regarding the Diamond Match com- 


pany, including one to the effect that a con-. 


tract has been made with a Brazilian com- 
pany on the same terms as that proposed tn 
Austria. W. H. Moore denied the story yes- 
terday, and sald that while such negotia- 
tions were under way no deal had been 
closed. 

Loop Injunction Is Dissolved. 


A decision was rendered itn the injunction 
suit brought by Levi Z. Leiter and others, by 
Judge Payne yesterday. Judge Payne dis- 
solved the temporary injunction which had 
been issued, and this leaves the way open 
for the Union Loop company to secure its 
ordinance and begin work on the south line 
in Van Buren street. The decision had 
been discounted on thé exchange by nearly 
every one. There were few who believed the 
injunction would stand, and for that reason 
the news of the decision had little effect upon 
elevated stocks. Lake Street was fairly 
strong yesterday, opening at 25%, selling off 
to 25, and, recovering to a close at 254 
There were no sales of Metropolitan stock 
during the day. Sales of Lake street 
amounted to only 1,120 shares. 

New York Biscult suffered in yesterday’s 
market, following the course of Diamond 
Match, from a strong opening to a weak 
close. Biscuit opened at 96, sold off to 95? 
and just before the close of the exchange 
declined to 03%, with sales of four lots of 50 
shares each, and one lot of 250 shares at 931. 
A man who is on the tmside of New York 
Biscuit stock said yesterday there would be 
an announcement soon which would hdve 
the effect of strengthening Biscuit stock. It 
is believed to be the near announcement of 
the closing of negotiations, whereby the New 
York Biscuit company will get control of 
some new bakeries on advantageous terms. 

Strawboard yesterday was in séme de- 
mand, and an opening sale was made at. 43, 
from which it declined rapidly to 41. The 
close on Strawboard was at the bottom. 
West Chicago is not holding up as well as 
it did last week. It opened yesterday at 
104% regularand 1054 account. It advanced 
to a fairly strong close at 105%, both account 
and regular.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Final Prices Are Slightly Above Sat- 


NEW YORK, May 18.—Depression was quite 
pronounced in the forenoon stock speculation, the 
extreme low points being reached about mjdday. In 
the afternoon the trading was firmer and the final 
prices were at the best of the day and Slightly 
above Saturday's closing figures. The volume of 
business was moderate and the distribution indif- 
ferent, the dealings being almost entirely profess- 
lonal, aside from the transactions for foreign ac- 
count. Persistent selling of the international 
shares on European orders was a discouraging in- 
fluence in the early operations, St. Paul being 
chiefly affected, despite an increase of $41,700 in 
the returns for the second week in May. Loul® 
ville and Nashville, however, scored the most im- 
portant decline in this group. The selling referred 
to predisposed the professional dealers toward the 
tear siile, and the engagement of $1,100,000 in gold 
for export to Germany by tomorrow's steamer 
caused them to redouble their efforts, although 
larger shipments had been expected to be miade. 
The chief ponits of attack were the industrials and 
material declines in prices occurred in them on 
only moderate dealings. In this class the widest 
fluctuations were recorded, and in most instances 
the early declines were more than recovered. 

Manhattan gave further reflection of liquidation 
and on a larger scale than usual recently. The 
stock declined 2 per cent at the outset, but the 
subsequent fluctuations trended upward and a 
rally of 1% per cent from the lowest was made. 
Consolidated Gas covered the most extreme range. 
The stock sold off 2% per cent to 153% and sub- 
sequently made a full recovery. Some comment 
has been excited of late over the rather mercurial 
course of a security that for a long time previously 
had been regarded as of the settled investment 
order. Sugar declined 1% per cent, being, aside 
from the general downward drift, especially af- 
fected by unfavorable trade conditions. The 
stock remained at about the low point the greater 
part of the day, but eventually rallied 5% per cent

Chicago Gas was somewhat more active than 
usual and was the leader of the upward move- 
ment in the late dealings, a rally of 44 per cent 
succeeding the early drop of a point.

The Chicago and Alton road had its tracks 
in a street with a steep grade. The Alton 
Railway and Illuminating company sought 
to cross the steam road with its trolley line, 
The former road objected on account of the 
danger and appealed to the commission to 
prevent the crossing in spite of the electric 
road's ordinance from the City of Alton to 


run cars in the disputed street. 


The assumption of jurisdiction by the 
board appears on the ground that the case 
vas brought under the act entitled “An 
act in relation to the crossing of one railway 
by another and to prevent danger to life and 
property from grade crossings; approved 
May 27, 1889; in force July 1, 1889,”" which 
provides: 

“That hereafter any railroad company 
desiring to cross with its tracks the main 
line of another railroad company shall con- 
Struct the crossing at such place and in such 
manner aS will not necessarily impede or 
endanger the travel or transportation upon 
the railway so ¢rossed. [f in any case ob- 
jection be made to the place or mode of 
crossing proposed by the company desir- 
ing the same either party may apply to the 
Board of Railway and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners, and it shall be their duty to view 
the ground and give all parties interested 
an opportunity to be heard. After full in- 
vestigation and with due regard to the 
safety of life and property said board shall 
give a decision prescribing the place where 
and the manner in which said crossing shall 
be made,” ¥ 

The reasons for classing street roads with 
steam roads are given in a citation from 
21 I11., 523, and 24111.,56. The opinion reads: 

“The Supreme Court of this State in the 
case of 24th ‘Ill., above cited, says ‘ horse 
railroads are in every sénse of the term rail- 
roads.’ The language of the act of 1855 is 
sufficiently comprehensive to embrace horse 
railways as well as railroads whose cars 
are propelled by steam or other power. If 
this opinion states the law correctly, then a 


company owning or operating a street car 


line propelled by horses or by any other 
power is a railroad company, and as’ such 
is subject to the provisions of the act known 
as the crossing act, above cited, whether 
such street railroad is incorporated under 
the general railroad act or the general cor- 
poration laws of this State.”’ 

A curious feature of the opinion is the 
granting of permission of the board to lay 
the crossing after showing the crossing to 
be one of the most dangerous in the State.

hey laid the foundation for a new State 
Central committee, and a moyement to carry 
this fight in the party, if necessary, right up 
to the day of election, next November. 

“We propose,” said one of the most prom- 
inent lights, *‘ to find out whether gold, or 
silver, at 16 to 1, is the strongest.” 

To Hold Two Conventions. 

The scheme is to have two conventions In 
Cook County and two in the State. This 
means there will be two county tickets and 

‘two State tickets, as well astwo sets of deie- 
gates to the national convention. 

In order to carry on the campaign properly 
it is necessary to have a State Central com- 
mittee. Therefore a resolution was adopted 
to the.effect that such a body be created by 
the selection of two men from each Con- 

 gressional district and two at large, thus 
making a committee of forty-six members. 


A. A. Goodrich, W. A. Vincent, and R. E.. 


Spangler were appointed to pick out the 
men. Under instructions they are to name 
Senator John M. Palmer and Franklin Mac- 
Veagh as the two committeemen-at-large. 

Some stirring gg were made at this 
meeti! by C. . Ewing, Mr. Hoblit, and 
Judge Moulton. They all agreed that it 
wound ‘bé @ great disgrace to the Democratic 
party of Illinois to let a ring of State officials 
carry it for free silver. To prevent this they 
declared that if it becomes necessary the 
honest money elément must hold independ- 
ent. conventions and nominate tickets. 


Text of the Preamble. 


The speeches were followed up by the 
adoption of lively resolutions with a pream- 
ble, scoring the present State Central com- 
mittee. Here they are: 

“ Whereas, The laws of the State of IIli- 
nois ree for the holding of fair primary 
elec » at which the legal voters of any 
political ‘party, in whose behalf such 
primaries are to be held, may have a suf- 
ficient opportunity to select delegates to 
their party conventions in accord with the

will not permit an expression of the will of 
a majority of the Democrats of said county, 
but may result in a suppression or perversion 
thereof; and, 


To Prevent an Honest Vote. 


-“ Whereas, We believe that such action 
of said County committee was so taken in 
accord with and in obedience to the wish 
of the Democratic State Central committee, 
or its controlling members and officers, and 
was in furtherance of the determined = pur- 
pose of said State committee or those who 

are in control thereof, to prevent an honest 
' and full vote of the Democracy of said coun- 
ty and a correct return thereof, and to secure 
the sending to the State convention at Peoria 
of delegates from gaid county favorable to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver at 

16 to 1, who would thus misreprerent their 
professefl constituents; and, 

“ Whereas, Such action is not only a 
denial of party suffrage to Democrats of 
Cook County, but also an arbitrary inter- 
ference with the right of fair representa- 
tion of the anti-free silver sentiment of the 
Democracy of the State, and a wrong to all 
oaaeee money Democrats within its limits;

UNION LOOP VICTOR IN THE COURTS. 


| Judge Payne Dissolves the Leiter In- 


junction and Denies the One 
Asked by McMahon, 


The injunction obtained by L. Z. Leiter 
against the Union Consolidated Elevated 
railroad company, restraining the presenta- 
tion of the frontage petitions to the Council, 
was yesterday ordered dissolved by Judgé 
Payne of the Superior Court, and the in- 
junction asked for by John McMahon and 
others was denied. 

In rendering this decision the Judge held 
that while it appeared that the consent of 
the property-owners has been puchased, 
and therefore it is a fraudulent representa- 
tion of frontage, the bills are premature in 
that they anticipate the action of the Coun- 


cil. : 

The Council has the right to grant the 
ordinance orly upon the petition of the own- 
ers of the majority of frontage in each mile, 
and if it acts upon a petition representing 
less than a majority, such petition is invalid 
and the ordinance based upon it void. 

The court allowed an injunction in the 
matter of the Clinton Lithographing com- 
pany, which applied to an owner in the fee 
who sought to restrain a tenant from sign- 
ing the petition. 

Limitation on the Council. 

The questions raised in the present case 
are brought up for the first time in Cook 
County. The doctrine invoked is that land- 
owners on a street in a city owe such aduty 
to other abutting property-owners that they 
become trustees for them, and if they \sell 
the frontage -consents the petition is not 
only fraudulent, but its use may, because 
of the trust relations, be eyjoined by a court 
of equity. 

The court. says: “ This statute is a plain 
and manifest limitation upon the power of 
the City Council. It has the power to grant 
the use of the streets for railroad purposes 
when, and only when, more than a majority 
of frontage petitions are presented. 

‘If the Council acts,’’ continued the court, 
‘upon a petition representing less than a 
majority such a petition by express legisla- 
tive act is invalid, and an ordinance based 
upon it is not simply voidable but void.” 


Purchased Consents Unlawful. 


Again the court says: ‘‘ The case, recently 
decided by the Supreme Court, of Doane 
against the City Railway company, leaves 
no question as to the validity of purchased 
ecnsents. They are unlawful, and being un- 
lawful cannot form the basis of a valid or- 
dinance.”’ 

In: regard to building a road under a void 
ordinance Judge Payne says: “ If courts ad- 
here to’ a position that a railroad may be 
built under a void ordinance and the land- 
owners cannot enjoin, but must sue for dam- 
ages, the statute which I have discussed 
is thereby repealed, and the bill of rights 
which declares that no person shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law is plainly violated,” 


Opinions on the Decision. 


President D. H. Louderback said: “ The 
courts have found that the streets bélong to 
the people and not to a few property-owners 
‘who would if they had it in their power pre- 
vent all public improvements that did not 
coincide with their personal ends. We will 
put our petition immediately before the 
Council, and if fortunate enough to secure 
an ordinance we shall commence work as 
soon as possible, and hurry the fourth side 
of the loop to completion.” 

Joseph Leiter did not display any surprise 
at the decision. “‘I do not care to discuss 
the matter,” he said, “ but we will not let 
= Seay rest here.’’ 

e attorneys said: ‘“‘ The ground upon 
which this injunction was dissolved wen the 
premature filing. The decision is a surprise 
to us. But we will invalidate the ordinance 
in the event of its passage. In the new mo- 
tion we. shall make the petition will be 
merged into the ordinance, and that will be 
the point of attack.”
